Troops Slnch Neglected. 


Portland, June 21.—Veteran members 


of Portland military companies met last 
evening and organized for the purpose 
of furnishing the Portland companies at 
Chickamauga. with many things which 
they need, but with which the govern- 
ment neglects to supply them. A sur- 
prise occurred at the very commence- 
ment of the meeting, for it has generally 
been supposed that the Maine troops 
were well cared for at Chickamauga; 
but a dozen men present had letters from 
the boys, and they were all to the effect 
that the troops were being greatly ne- 
glected, and some even went so far as to 
say that they were almost starving. 
These letters were not all from the 
privates, but some of the officers had 
written to friends saying that the feed 
was poor and insufficient in quantity, 
and only last week there came near being 
a riot in the camp as a result of it. 


Suggested a Ransom.

Attempt to Take Life of Spanl** 


tain General 


Washington, June 21.—Advices have 


been received here of an attempt in 
Havana to assassinate Captain General 
Blanco, that was made by Mariano Salva, 
a young member of the volunteer army. 
The volunte-srs paraded the streets, cry- 
ing: 
"Live Weyler, Down -with Blan- 


co." 
The people, especially the auton- 


omists, are quitting the city as rapidly 
as possible, and General Blanco, wound- 
ed as he is, holds daily conferences with 
the commanders of the volunteers, who 
apparently are powerless to bring about 
order. 


The attempted killing of tha Spanish 


captain general took place as he was 
leaving th6 palace to accompany some 
of the officers of his staff on an inspec- 
tion, of the earthworks on the outskirts 
of the city. Salva sent a bullet into tha 
calf of General Blanco's left leg. 


The volunteer is a member of the 


fuard on duty around the palace. His 
younger brother, also a volunteer, was 
•rrested recently on a charge of con- 
epiring'with the 
enemies of Spain 


against the established government. 
The younger Salva was tried by a court- 
martial and condemned to death. His 
brother made every effort to save him, 
and appeals were made to General Blan- 
co for clemency, but without avail, and 
the boy was executed. There was dis- 
sension among the volunteers at that 
time, but no open outbreaks. 


Mariano Salva quietly continued his 


duties at the palace and made no refer- 
ence to his brother's death. Several 
times It was learned afterward he was 
Been inside the building where he did 
not belong; but, being in uniform, it 
,was supposed that he was on some mis- 
sion, and nothing was said to him. In 
his heart, however, he harbored the idea 
pf revenge, and he was seeking every 
opportunity to consummate it. His own 
post was usually in a part of the palace 
little frequented by General Blanco, and 
his opportunities for meeting the cap- 
tain general wereaww. 


Then came a day when he succeeded 


In obtaining permission from his com- 
manding officer to exchange with a 
brother soldier and he gained the coveted 
post in front of the palace. Salva waited 
until General Blanco came out in the 
Afternoon and took up his stand on the 
outer steps of the palace, a short dis- 
tance from a platoon of volunteers, also 
on guard, and waited. As Blanco stepped 
out the young soldier moved forward a 
pace and raised his rifle as if to salute. 
Instead of doing so, he quickly brought 
the breech of the weapon to his shoulder 
and fired. His aim was effective, and 
General Blanco, with an exclamation of 
pain, sank to the pavement. 


While the confusion prevailed Salva 


stood calmly aside from the group of 
his comrades, almost where he had been 
when the shot was fired. He made no 
effort to shoot again, nor to escape. His 
comrades held aloof from him for a mo- 
ment; but when some of the officers who 
had come from the palace with General 
Blanco rushed at him with drawn swords 
and with an evident determination to 
take summary vengeance, the volun- 
teers quickly surrounded him and ward- 
ed off the strokes of the swords. Salva 
made no effort 
to avoid the sword 


thrusts. "I have avenged the death of 
my brother," he said, "and that Is nil 
that I had to live for." As soon as Blanco 
had been removed Salva was put in 
Morro castle, where he is awaiting 
death. Blanco's wound Is not dancer- 
pus. 


There has been a perceptible sense of 


relief in the departments since Sunday. 
The situation of the marines has been 
graver than the officials cared to ac- 
knowledge-. The arrival of reinforce- 
ments has changed the entire aspect of 
affairs, and until the invading army 
reaches the heights around the city of 
Santiago the fighting will be desultory, 
scarcely important enough to command 
the attention of the officials or the notice 
of the correspondents. No engagement 
of great importance may be expected 
for several days. Officials of the war 
department are irank in making thlg 
acknowledgment. They thoroughly un- 
derstand the difficulties under which the 
invading force will operate, and their 
statement must be taken as conclusive. 
Several days must elapse before the 
troops and ordnance can be landed and 
mounted.

The refusal of the Spaniards to ex- 


change Hobson has created intense in- 
dignation everywhere, and the ven- 
geance that will be dealt out by the 
American forces will be prompt and in- 
tense. There is no information in the 
navy department that Hobson and his 
men have been transferred from Morro 
castle to the city of Santiago. In view 
of the decision of General Blanco, Sec- 
retary Long says he hopes the transfer 
has been made, as Morro castle will be 
immediately destroyed. It has )i:en a 
menace to the landing of the troops. It 
is believed hare that the Spanish Will 
place Hobson and his men in Santiago, 
in the hope of saving that city from 
bombardment. Nothing could better 
Illustrate the Spanish character than the 
dastardly way they have acted regard- 
ing Hobson.

Boston, June 21. — The weather condi- 


tions last week as reported by Direc- 
tor Smith of the district bureau were 
favorable 
to farmers. 
While show- 


ers fell in parts of all sections on from 
•ne to three days, they were light, or 
generally fell at hours when there was 
no work. The only complaint of damage 
Is from Sullivan county, N. H. Sunshine 
was abundant in most instances. In 
.northern parts of the district the nights 
were too cool for rapid growth. In 
Massachusetts, Hhode Island and Con- 
necticut the week was almost ideal for 
agricultural pursuits; hut the tempera- 
ture conditions were not so favorable. 
and tor that reason crops h^ive not 
advanced as rapidly as might be de- 
sired. Light frosts occurred on the 15th 
and 16th in the lowlands of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 


Considering the district as a whole the 


crop conditions are satisfactory, and, 
perhaps, better than tha aversn*. The 
grass crop is generally in advance, from 
a week to 10 days, but otherwise the 
season is somewhat 
backward. The 


prospects are, without exception, con- 
sidered promising, and at present pres- 
age satisfactory returns. 


In most sections the growth of grass 


la luxuriant, and the sunshine has great- 
ly Improved the color and quality. The 
product Is considered excellent in all 
respects. Haying is in progress in sec- 
tions of the southern hnlf of the dis- 
trict, and will soon begin In the north- 
ern sections. Numerous correspondents 
predict the largest crop ypt produced. 
Clover, owing to heavy growth and un,- 
«»ual height,

WORK THAT COMES AFtER THE FIRST 


SIGNAL IS GIVEN. 


A Poit For Every Man and Many Necei- 


fary Thing! to Be Done Before tho Big 
Ouni Can Belch Forth Their Mighty 
Missiles of Deatli and Dent Auction. 


Fow people outsido the nnval sorvioa 


know just how a war TOSSO! goes into a 
light. To pub a battleship in thorough 
readiness for action ordinarily requires 
about two hours, though, of course, it can 
bo done In much loss timo in case of 
urgency. 


If a ship engages an enemy unexpected- 


ly, so that thoro is not the usual time for 
preparation, tho call to quarters is sound- 
ed immediately and the men tuko their 
places in divisions. In this cnse each di- 
vision attends to o part of tho work of 
clearing tho ship, but ordinarily the first 
signal is, "Clrar for action." At the 
boatswain's whistle and tho verbal com- 
mand tho men move to their positions, 
those whoso places aro on deck foiming in 
squads under tho direction of tho differ- 
ent ollicers. Tho captain takes his place 
on tho bridge. Later, whon tho battle bo- 
gins, he \% ill go into tho protected conning 
tower, through tho narrow slit of which 
he can watch everything that takes place 
on (lock and tho movement of the enemy 
as well. 


Near tho captain stand the navigator, 


who will ha\o charge of tbo handling of 
tho ship during tho engagement, tho sig- 
nal officer and the various aids. First of 
all tho decks and working spaces are clear- 
ed. Tho spars, rigging and boats ere so- 
cured. E\orything movable that will not 
be needed during the engagement is firmly 
lashed into plcico, where it will not inter- 
fere with tho work. The topmen, who aro 
in charge of the little platform high up on 
tho mainmast, haul up arms and ammu- 
nition and make everything ready in their 
lofty quarters, evon to filling the fire 
buckets with which to put out a blaze 
should one be started up aloft. 
The car- 


penter, under the direction of the naviga- 
tor, bees to tho removal of awning stanch- 
ions, hatch rails and every light object 
that is not essential to the management of 
the ship. The chronometers and other 
delicate instruments are carefully gathered 
up and laid away below to save them 
from destruction by concussion. Tho tor- 
pedo division gets out its apparatus for 
sending torpedoes and spreads the inter- 
cepting nets over the ship's sides, where 
they can be quickly lowered if need bo. 


When the ship is cleared, the call to 


quarters is given and the men take their 
places in divisions. The gun squads stand 
to their guns and make them ready for 
use. The hatches, except those that will 
be used, are covered with gratings and tar- 
paulins, the carpenter collects his men and 
with the armorer stands ready to repair 
any damage that may be done by the ene- 
my's fire ot the recoil of the ship's can- 
non. 
A man with a lead line is placed at 


the well and during the fight will make 
frequent soundings to diatuvci ii iud ves- 
sel is injured below tbe water line. Tha 
hose squad is placed in charge of the fire 
apparatus, ready for instant service. 


Down in the sick bay the head surgeon, 


or "bull doctor," has been directing the 
laying out of cots, instruments and band- 
ages. One hatchway as near amidships aa 
possible is always left open for the passing 
down of wounded men. 


When everything is ready, the officers 


move to their stations. If the ship is a 
monitor the battle hatches aro closed, and 
the men at last hear the final command 
for which they have been impatiently 
waiting—"Action!" *'' 


At that command the doors of the mag- 


azines aro opened and the men who form 
the different chains of scuttles begin to 
pass tho cartridge cases up to the deck. 
The delivery of ammunition" is In charge 
of tho gunner. 
In modern naval outfits 


tbo gunner is not, as many landlubbers 
suppose, the man who fires the cannon. 
Ho is a warrant officer, and his position is 
a most responsible one in time of action, 
for he must see to the prompt and steady 
delivery of cartridges, shells and projec- 
tiles to all the guns. The chief gunner 
takes his position on the berth, where he 
can note the progress of the work. 
His 


chief assistant is bolow in tbe main maga- 
zine, superintending tho handing out of 
powder, and a quarter gunner is in charge 
of each of the other magazines and of the 
delivery on deok. 


Tho charges are passed np from the 


magazines in wooden cases, which are 
painted black, with the size of caliber and 
charge painted in large white letters on 
the sido. They are passed out of tho mag- 
azine to a man who sends them up to tbe 
lower deck. Then they are passed through 
a slit in the magazine screen—a heavy 
canvas curtain which is intended to pre- 
vent the possibility of sparks reaching to 
tho powder stores. From th:= screen car- 
riers take the bosos to tbe nearest powdar 
scuttle, where they aro passed np to the 
gun deck and thence to the cannon them- 
selves. 


A crow of 16 men is required to man 


each of the big guns, such as the 12 inch 
«rd 18 inch cannon of the Iowa and In- 
diana. They are divided into loaders, 
spongers, shell men, handspike men, side 
tackle men, in tackle men and port tactle 
men and are under the direction of a first 
and second gun captain. There are also a 
powder man, who delivers the charge to 
tho gun, a fireman and a wreck clearer. 


In firing at a ship the target is always 


the water lino. Though the computing 
instruments now used are of great value, 
tho only way to get the exact range now, 
as formerly, is to see whether the first 
shot falls short or over and to jnovo her up 
a notch or let her down, as the case may 
require. 


Tho firing of this first shot releases the 


pent up tension of the preparations, which 
is succeeded by a fever of work.—Ex- 
change.

Hiccough or singultns (the medical ' 


term) is " iuterruptod inspiration produced 
by sudden and spasmodic diaphragm in- 
closr.rc of the glottis in the midst of in- 
spiration." Singultus, like all Gaul, is 
divided into threo parts. All hiccoughs 
may look ali.kc to the uninitiated, but to 
tho learned they group themselves under 
the heads of irritative, specific and neu- | 
rotio. They all come from a disturbance 
of the nerves of the diaphragm, but that 
disturbance must be referred to some pri- 
mary cause. 


Irritative hiccoughs may be caused by 


swallowing very hot substances or by any 
gastric or intestinal disorder. The 4 o'clock 
in tho morning hiccoughs are an instance 
of the effects of hot stuff, and hiccoughs 
following eating can bo classed as irrita- 
tive and set dovrn to digestive derange- 
ment. 
Specific cases are the result of 


some constitutional disorder, such as gout, 
diabetes or Bright's disease, and neurotio 
hiccoughs have their primary causes in the 
nerve system, often accompanying a nerve 
shook, hysteria or epilepsy. Of the three 
varieties the irritative hiccough yields 
most readily to treatment, and the neurotio 
is the most obstinate. Almost all cases of 
persi^'T.t hiccoughs are neurotic, and 
nerve •• liii-cough has even been known to 
bee; 11 : 
,;U>mic. 


T!:r number of remedies for hiccoughs 


is legion. nndthemedi"al profession hasn't 
a monopoly of them. An obstinate case of 
hiecoughf in the family must be nearly as 
exciting as a fire, for as soon as the disease 
assumes a serious character the newspa- 
pers notice it and comments upon it go 
out through the country. Then letters and 
telegrams begin to powr in upon the vic- 
tim. 
Ri every out of the way corner of 


the country is some one who has a sure 
cure for hiccoughs and is charitable enough 
to want to relieve tho sufferer. During a 
recent serious case- of hiccoughs near New 
York hundreds of suggestions were re- 
ceived from unknown people, and the list 
of prescriptions was intensely funny, 
though the family was too anxious to ap- 
preciate the humor. However, the remedy 
that was most often recommended, even 
by those outside the medical world, was 
aniyl nitrate, which is one of the hiccough 
medicines most valued by physicians. 


Medical science recognizes various classes 


of treatment for hiccoughs, and doctors 
talk profoundly of antispasmodic, empir- 
ical and physiological methods, but in an 
obstinate case all three classes of remedies 
are tried with beautiful impartiality, and 
even the unscientific suggestions of old 
ladies are 
r.fif scorned. Antispasmodio 


remedies inel 'o chloral, amyl nitrate, co- 
caine and D., .'phine. In case of inflam- 
mation local bleeding, leeches and ice ap- 
plications are tried, and if the trouble ia 
duo to gastritis, bismuth, magnesia, and 
cocaine are valuable. If the hiccoughs are 
of the irritative variety, the necessity is to 
remove the cause of irritation. That is 
not always so easy as it sounds, but it ia 
a safe thing to give a dose of castor oil on 
faith. 


Neurotic hiccoughs, being a nervons af- 


fection, require nerve treatment. Valerian 
and asafetida are given, but one of the 
most common methods of treatment is to 
raise the patient's arms above his head 
and then bring strong pressure to bear on 
the phrenic nerve, which is located near 
the collar bone. It is frequently the cas& 
that where all deeply scientific treatment 
fails some one of the simpler empirical 
remedies will effect a cure, and one of these 
remedies has had a long and honorable 
career, for one finds mention of it as for 
back as tho time of Plato. 


Hiccoughs are not respecters of persons 


and e^Uently did not hesitate to attack 
even the noble Athenians, for in Plato's 
symposium one reads that the physician 
Eryximachus recommended to Aristo- 
phanes, who had hiccoughs, that he should 
hold his breath o? gargle with cold water, 
and if the hiccoughs would not yield to 
that treatment he must tickle his nose un- 
til ho sneezed. Two sneezes were warrant- 
ed to rout the enemy. 


Those same old remedies are still used, 


and only a short time ago a pinch of snuff 
and the resultant sneezing cured a persist- 
ent coso of neurotio hiccoughs which had 
for 13 days defied all scientific treatment. 
Raw whisky and hot brandy are among 
the hiccough remedies; so are salt and 
vinegar, salt and lemon and red pepper 
tea, which is given on the principle that 
to lose one's breath is the same thing as to 
hold it. 


Some physicians advise "rhythmical 


protrusion of tho tongue," which, being 
interpreted, means repeatedly sticking out 
one's tongae as far as possible and draw- 
ing it back again. Considerable satisfac-

hickups, but do bressed i.uwd goin skeor 
'em uwny. Coiuu, Lawil, como smttch 
"em," the curso will depart in haste. 
Thuro arc Afro-American traditions, how- 
ever, of cases where the evil spirit departed 
in "mons'rous fits," BO there's dangor in 
that experiment. 


Tho number of cases of hiccoughs end- 


ing fatally is not very large, and even in 
those cases tho death isn't charged up to 
hiccoughs, for physicians explain seriously 
that tho peoplo don't dioof hiccoughs, but 
of the exhaustion caused by hiccoughs. 
That is an interesting distinction, but it 
doesn't make much difference in tho situ- 
ation of tho victim.—New York Sun.

Striking Examples of Courage and Coward- 


ice ID tbe First Battle of the Civil Wnr. 
An Engagement at Which Running 
Away Was the Bale. 


Big Bethel was not only the first battle 


of the civil war, but it was also tha first 
taste of real fighting for most of the troops 
engaged in it. On tho northern side thoso 
were almost exclusively volunteers, the 
First, Second, Third, Fifth and Seventh 
New York and a battalion made up of 
VermonS and Massachusetts volunteers. 
Some, indeed, of the officers were regu- 
lars, who, if they had not faced an enemy's 
nre, had had the training of the profes- 
sional soldier. But for tho majority of 
the officers ns well as of the rank and file 
of the 3,500 or more troops who marched 
out of Hampton and Newport News to 
meet tbe rebels at Little and Big Bethel 
on the 10th of June, 1861, actual hostili- 
ties were a new and horrid test of their 
patriotic fervor. 


The surgean to one of the regiments— 


now a peaceful physician—lately gave the 
writer tho following sketchy but realistic 
account of it: 


"In the first place, it was frightfully 


hot, and aa the march began to tell the 
men began to strip. Each man had his 
haversack with rations. These went first, 
then their coats, and so on, until by the 
time thoy got to the scene of action they 
looked anything but military. They were 
a pretty scraggly lot anyway. There were 
ditches along the road filled with slimy 
water, and the ignorant fools would fling 
themselves down on their bellies in tho 
dirt and drink of those fetid pools. Bah! 
Think of it! Of course the result was any 
number of cases of diarrhea and dysen- 
tery, to say nothing of malaria and other 
fevers. 


"Wo had no ambulance, so M. (his as- 


sistant surgeon) and I on the way out hail 
to help ourselves to a horse and carriage 
belonging to a woman, who was prepar- 
ing to escape with it. 
We picked out 11 


farmhouse that was well sheltered by 
woods from the enemy's flro, hid our am- 
bulance some way farther to the rear and 
laid out onr instruments ready for work 
The firing had got to ba pratty lively by 
that time. We could hour the cannon balls 
crashing through the woods and the rifle 
balls singing, and presently our first case 
came.to us—on his own legs. He had sun- 
stroke—sunstroke in the woods—for at 
that time our regiment had not got out 
from under cover of the trees. 
We wore 


not surprised at the incident, however; wo 
all knew that 
was a coward. 


"Well, after that there was another 


pause, and I said to M., 'Lot's go over anu 
see what G. is doing.' G. was surgeon to 
Duryee's zouaves, the Fifth New York, 
and be had located his hospital right in 
the Una of the enemy'sfire. As wo wnlkcil 
across tho fields to it thoy must have seen 
ns, bufc they let us get there. It was one 
of those southern shanties of wood with a 
brick chimney built on outside from tho 
ground up. In tho angle of this chimney 
we noticed as we approached it a man, one 
of our men, crouching, and just then 
along came a cannon ball through ihu 
house, through tbe chimney and through 
him. 


"Inside the house we found G. about to 


operate on a poor devil who had boon 
brought in with a shattered arm. G. was 
aa white as a sheet at the prospect. 
Hu 


was pretty green and probably hud never 
operated before. 
The moment he saw uie 


he looked relieved. 'Here, doctor,' he snid, 
'you finish this operation.' And he hand- 
ed mo the instruments. 
So M. and 1 r,ot 


to work and did the job for him. 


"Later on that day we strolled up 


through the woods toward the fighting. 
Both the Confederates and our men fought 
most of that battle under cover. Tho Con- 
federates were well posted, with the Black 
river in front of them and their batteries 
masked by trees. We bad only a miserable 
little howitzer to oppose them, but Lieu- 
tenant Greble, a bravo young West Paint- 
er, was in command of it, and ho bad ad- 
vanced it right out into the open, and 
with his little sqnad of men be was stand- 
ing there full in the face of the Confeder- 
ate batteries and blazing away at them as 
fast as he could load. Just ns we camo in 
eight of him a hall hit him in the forehead 
and carried away tbe top of his head. Ot 
courso he dropped like a stone. 


"Well, our lieutenant colonel's sun- 


Btroko was not the only casualty of tbe 
kind that the day brought forth in our 
regiment. Our major was attacked with 
dysentery, and it wasn't the ditch water 
In his case, either, for he wasn't a water 
drinker. He fell to the rear and joined 
tho lloiitfinnnt colonel, and tbe two togeth- 
er found my ambulance and confiscated it 
in their turn and drove back to Hampton, 
Joading as they ran with plunder from 
tho houses along the way, lace curtains, 
brio-a-brao, silver—whatever they could 
lay their hands on and get intn my Rick 
cart. 


"Bon Butlor, who was in command of 


tho forces about Fortress Monroe at the 
time, had just promulgated bia 'contra- 
hnnrl of wnr' df-fp'on, nnd, wnnds, if they 
didn't meet him face to face! 
" 'Why, how's this, gentlemen?' bo said. 


'The battle overr And while they were 
hemming and hawing for an excuse he 
lifted the cover that they bad thrown over 
their booty. 
Well, of course that finished 


them. They were given the opportunity 
to resign that night, and the next day they 
loft for home. 


"As a matter of fact, everybody ran 


away from that battle; only most of us did 
it moro decently. Wo ran back to carap 
and tbe Confederates back to Yorktown."

WHO SHOULD AI» THE HOSflTALI 


Probably no other question before 


the city at the present time is of so 
general and far-reaching importance 
as that of hospital aid. 
The work of 


this institution is felt not only in this 
city, but throughout the surrounding 
region. 
Scarcely a town in Northern 


Berkshire but sends, at some time dur- 
ing the year, patients to the North 
Adams hospital. Ana the decision that 
is made in the matter now is a matter 
of interest to a large territory, as well 
as to the authorities of future years. 
For the decision should be made once 
for all, and so thoroughly justified by 
law and the conditions of the institu- 
tion, that there can he no further ques- 
tion as to what should or should not be 
done. 


There is no doubt but that city aid in 


some degree should be given the in- 
stitution. The desires of every thought- 
ful citizen are in that direction, and 
the experience of other cities proves it 
legal if done in the proper manner. A 
contract can be made for which the 
city can pay money to the hospital.and 
this the management of the institu- 
tion is undoubtedly prepared to make. 


The question is in regard to the 


amount which the city is justified in 
granting. 
There is little doubt that 


the amount asked for in the recommen- 
dation now before the city, 52,000 for a 
half year, is entirely too much. 
The 


city as a corporation is not a benevo- 
lent institution, no matter how benevo- 
lently inclined its individual members 
may be, and this is essentially a busi- 
ness question between the city and the 
hospital. The amount will not be fixed 
until the committee has investigated 
carefully the relations of the institu- 
tion to the city and the custom in, 
other places. The facts in the case, 
•will in all probability warrant a sum 
not exceeding 
$1000 a year, which 


would be in excess, proportionately, of 
•what most cities are doing for their 
hospitals. 


But when the city has settled the 


question for North Adams, there re- 
mains another phase to be considered: 
the relation of the hospital to the sur- 
rounding towns. From Adams, Will- 
iamstown and the smaller towns in 
other directions, come patients each 
year to the hospital in this city. 
They 


are gladly received, although in many 
cases the institution never receives in 
payment the full cost of their care. 
No complaint has been made, but when 
the city is asked to pay a share of the 
cost, it is only just that the surround- 
ing towns contribute for the benefit 
they receive. 


That this is not only practicable but 


expected, is seen in the state law on 
the subject which makes provision al- 
lowing towns to make such contracts 
with hospitals near them. 
No town 


•would be expected to nor Justified in 
making a contract for so large an 
O.IJIUUUL u.> i.lila <-ii.>, but by me same 
ju&tine that North Adams contributes 
something, the smaller towns shoud be 
expected to allow proportional Bums. 


THO9R SHIPS ABE NEEDED. 


The taking of Santiago la not of It- 


Belf a vital part of the campaign so far 
as it affects the Immediate attainment 
of the object in view. Santiago cannot 
be made available as a base of sup- 
plies, and nearly all the naval and 
military experts agree that it has no 
strategic value. 


The movement against Santiago is a 


necessary one, however, because it Is 
imperative that possession be taken 
of the war-shipsoftheenemy in captiv- 
ity there. 
Our navy is none to strong 


at. the best, and good use can be made 
of the four fleet cruisers of Ccrvcra in 


the operations against Porto Elco and 
Havana. 


With Ccrvera's fleet in our possession 


and manned by American sailors and 
marines, Admiral Sampson will have 
under his command a powerful arma- 
da, the most numerous and formidable 
that was ever assembled under any 
flag. That armada can move against 
Porto RJeo and compel a capitulation 
without needless loss of life. 
Then 


the siege of Havana will follow with 
every material advantage in favor of 
the United States. The Spaniards will 
not give up until Havana is taken. 


"With that certainty before the gov- 


ernment, it is exercising uncommon 
tact in planning its campaign against 
the enemy so as to reinforce itself by 
the seizure of the best warships that 
belong to Spain.

Cervera's fleet is annexed to 


Sampson's squadron.

GRAVE OF PATRICK HENRY. 


Rot In Richmond, bnt In Charlotte,'Where 


He Lived. 


Every now and thon we see In some 


newspaper the query, "Where is Patrick 
Hoary buried?" And tourists in Rich- 
mond constantly ask to be shown hia 
grave, with the. mistaken idea that it is 
in that city, where much of his public ca- 
reer was passed. Few people comparative- 
ly know that the man who acquired the 
title of "The Tongue of the Revolution" 
lies in a quiet grave on the estate in Char- 
lotto county where he formerly lived. 
Over him is a marble slab inscribed with 
tho one line, "His Fame His Best Epi- 
taph." 


Tho estate lies on the Staunton rivor, 


88 miles from tho town of Lynohbnrg, 
near the border line which separates Char- 
lotte and Campbell counties. It derived 
its narao of Bed Hill from tho peculiar 
color of the soil in that vicinity. 
When 


Patrick Henry bought tho placo, it com- 
prised about 3,500 acres. The land is rich 
—there was a saying in'thc neighborhood 
that poor land and Henry could never bo 
mentioned together—corn grows there as 
high as a man on horseback. There is « 
general air of smiling fields and abundant 
prosperity. Its situation in early times 
was very remote. Neighbors wero few, 
one of the nearest being tho celebrated 
John Randolph of Boanoko, who lived In 
his chosen solitude 15 miles away. 


Rod HiH is now owned by Henry's 


grandson, William Wirt Henry, a clever, 
iiuuivaiuu guuueumi) 01 uiu uiu Boliooi. 
Ho has in his possession sonic most inter- 
esting relics of his celebrated grandfather, 
including tho desk ho always used, which 
still contains his letters from Lafayette, 
Washington, Madison and oth'or great men 
of early days; tho largo, round backed 
chair in which Patrick Henry died and a 
portrait of him by tho elder Sully, under 
which hnngB a yellowed slip of paper 
signed by Chief Justice John Marshall and 
several others of bis friends, testifying to 
tho faithfulness of tho liken BBS.—Phila-

A Famous Craft Still Plies the Waters, 


Carrying Watermelons. 


Few people uro aware of tho fact that 


thoro is s'U! in exihK'nco, with a Ports- 
mouth registry, a blockade runner of tho 
late war. 
Hliu is still a stanch craft, and 


although she no longer fears the round 
shot from a blockading fleet, she skims 
about as lively as though iiho were seeking 
to oscapo froui some swift pursuing cor- 
vot. 
Tlio us blockade runner is tho May- 


flower, Captain 0. T. Taylor, and she is 
now used in tho coastwise trade. In sum- 
mer she carries watermelons to Baltimore 
or Jersey points auil also to Washington, 
where at one time she was hold as a prize 
of war, says the tho Norfolk Virginian. 


Tho Mayflower was built primarily for 


the perilous work she was put to, and to 
that end eho was made exceedingly fast. 
Her keel was laid in Nassau, West Indies, 
and she was launched there in 1802. 


Tho Confederates used her as a blockade

After the war she was used 


in the fishing business and finally taken 
to Norfolk and again sold, and for 18 years 
6ho has boen known as one of the fastest 
boats in Virginia waters. 


"How long is she?" the Virginia man 


was asked upon the occasion of his visit 
to the old craft, glancing from bow to 
stern. 


"She's got a net tonnage of 1,346 and 


a gross tonnage of 2,127," the skipper re- 
plied. "And she's 62 feet over all," ho 
wont on, "and 17 feet abeam." 


"Quite large sails?'' the reporter re- 


marked. 


"Yes; 500 square yards of canvas," the 


skipper replied, "and that big spread of 
canvas saved her from going to the bot- 
tom some 30 years ago. She outran many 
a Federal corvet, and more than one can- 
non ball has skipped across her bows in tho 
days when she was bringing needful 
thinES_to the Confederacy.

I HE SENSE OF DIRECTION. 


In Horses It It Strongly Developed Only 


Now and Then. 


In passing through Bombay rirly in 


1S50 I bought a fine black Ki-tch pony 
ami marched with him to K . i utoe, in 
central India, obu miles. 
- i 
jvennjg 


after nrmal I dined with t' o • i .airy regi- 
jnont at tho fnr end of the cantonment, 
over three miles di&tant fri in tho house I 
had secured, but on loading the mess- 
houso, tho syce having run off at once in 
sdvancp, I found myself plunged in worse 
lhan Egyptian darkness without thesmall- 
ist conception of the road home or any 
trace of Mirrounding objects. 
Tho pony 


nevertheless took me along the whole dis- 
tance, in at tho gate of my compound and 
up to the house door, although ho had 
never been east of Bombay, much less ac- 
quainted with the ounconmonc of Kamp- 
teo. 


Jly Victorian friend WHS at the time of 


tho incident I am about to mention—some 
30 years ago—engaged in breeding horses. 
It appears that on one occasion while 
driving a mob of horses down to Mel- 
bourne for sale hs lost his way in the bush, 
and, w andermg on through most of the day 
vainly enuoa\onng to find his oarap, had 
very nearly arrived at the despairing con- 
viction that he was hopelessly lost, as no» 
infrequently happens in Australia. Feel- 
ing the horse he was riding rather bear- 
ing on the bit to one side, it suddenly oc- 
curred to him that the animal had the 
sense of direction, and, trusting entirely 
to this, he threw the reins on his neck. 
Tho horse, turning right round, got soon 
into a lobbing canter and brought my 
friend direct io his camp, situated, as he 
judged, some seven miles away. On many 
eubsequont occasions my friend found this 
horse's senso of direction quite unerring. 
His experience, however, of tho majority 
of horses which passed through his hands 
was that they either possessed the sense in 
a very low degree or not at all. 


But what appears to me a still more 


remarkable instance of the sense in ques- 
tion was narrated by the same friend as 
connected with a horse he at one time pos- 
sessed, which, reared by himself, showed 
such cleverness in undoing bolts and fas- 
tenings of all kinds that nothing short of 
a lock and key availed to keep ban either 
in or out of his stable. On soiling this 
animal to a planter who was then travel- 
ing right up to the north of Australia, 
over a thousand miles distant, ha warned 
him that unless well secured en route the 
bor?e would almost certainly get back to 
his old stable.

-Eight in tho midst of the 
strath and facing the Blue mountain ia 
Tullochgornm, belonging to a sept of the 
clan Grant, with whom tradition has as- 
sociated the peculiar music named after 
the district. The reel of Tuiloch, how- 
ever, is said to have been composed by a 
Margregor who wedded a maid of Tnllooh 
and had slain a number of her clansmen 
viho opposed the match. The Strathspey 
reel, again, is said to have been invented 
by tho Cuiumings of Castle Grant, while 
the song of Tullochgorum (said rather ex- 
travagantly by Burns to be the best Scotch 
song ScoJjand ever saw) was written by 
an Episcopal clergyman, the Rev. John 
Skinner of Longside, Aberdeenshire, to 
tbo old tune composed by the ilacgregor 
forthoinaidof Tulloch.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

The Bennington & Hoosick Valley 


electric road had _a lively fight in con- 
nection with the construction of some 
new road Sunday morning. The road 
had competed all that part of the road 
from \Valloomsac to North Bennington, 
with the exception of a small bit which 
was to run across a farm owned by 
James Praser of North Hoosick. Mr. 
Fraser refused to deed the property 
until a bill of $SOO was settled. 


Late Saturday 
night 
Mr. Fraser 


learned that the company intended to 
"rush" the road through his farm early 
Sunday 
morning, 
and 
procured 


the 
assistance 
of 
two 
depu- 


ties 
and 
a 
constable 
with 
a 


few personal friends and neighbors, 
determined to defend his 
property. 


About 6:30 o'clock a large gang of men 
approached the place and prepared to 
break thfough, but were warned by Mr. 
Fraser not to attempt it. Urged and 
commanded by George E. Greene, pres- 
ident of the new road, the men made a 
raid on the fence and the fight began. 
Clubs and shovels were soon in use 
and knockouts were 
frequent. 
The 


first round ended in favor of the de- 
fenders with two of the bosses in irons. 
The employes, who had been reinforced, 
were commanded 
to attack. 
They 


started with a rush and had almost 
driven Fraser and his men into the 
river, when the farmers living in that 
vicinity came to the rescue and again 
succeeded in preventing the railroad 
men from laying a rail. 


By this time the crowd had swelled 


to nearly 200 angry farmers, who made 
threats of serious trouble if the attack 
should again be made. 
Mr. Greene or- 


dered his men to desist in the attempt 
to force a passage. 
After a short in- 


terview with Mr. Fraser and satisfac- 
torily adjusting the latter's claim,per- 
mission was given the company to lay 
the rails. Work was resumed Monday 
and the road pushed to completion.

Letter From Clara Barton. 


An interesting letter was recently re- 


ceived from Clara Barton, now with the 
Red Cross expedition for Cuba, written 
from Key West on tho Rad Cross ship to 
Mrs. William E. Brown of this city. 
It 


contains much information about the 
wori of the society, and the following ox- 
tracts will interest many who do not 
know how much this society finds to do, 
even in onr own country: 


You understand something of how we 


are here. • It is like this: Our ship is a 
good, ordinary-sized sea-going steamer, 
passenger ship, laden with 14 tons of 
food, under my command, all under di- 
rection of the navy, and we wait for an 
opening to let us in to the starving thous- 
ands, if still so many are left on that 
poor perishing island. V/e have no know- 
ledge of the time when the orjeninsr will 
be made. Every day brings its duties, 
every day its delays; but knowing; this 
you will not think that the 20 good, 
strong workers with me are idle. 


The wretched reconcentrados have iet- 


tled themielves through Florida and Key 
West, as foodless «n they would be in 
uttfea, only that we feed them. Tons of 
food come down and we place it in Tampa 
Port Tampa and Key West, into the 
bands of the relief committees they have 
already formed, bui, who have no more to 
give until we suppiy it. 
The prize ships 


that are being brought in irom the coast 
of Cuba are also without food or any 
comfort? of life. 
The government has 


yet found no way to provide for them, 
nnd oar boal* have iron* to them nil. 
taken them food and medicine, taken 
charge of their correspondence to get it 
home, even carried them tobacco and 
matches in abundance to solace them 
while thgy wait, and with true Red Cross 
privilege have let the Spanish govern* 
mem, through its Red CFOM, know that 
they are cared for,

Finances and Student Life at Wil- 


liams This Year. 


Perhaps the most important feature of 


the developmeut of the paat year at Wil- 
liams college has been in the number of 
gifts and legacies. 
Thin is treated at 


length in President Carter's annual re- 
port, which went to th«j trustees Tuesday. 
In all the college has had actually paid 
to it durii g the year the gratifying sum of 
$227,000. The largest amount in this is a 
payment of a llttls over $100,000 from the 
Fuyerweather estate, which has been so 
long in the courts. The second Item is 
nearly as large, being *94,SOO from the es- 
tate of Judge Sheldon. That the college 
has fallen behind about iJCOOO in its annual 
expenses, in spite of this addition to its 
funds, is due to the declining rate of in- 
Urf.t, v.-hich is felt in all quarters, the 
necessity of increased expenditure, and to 
several unusual expenses, inclndieg --20DO 
estra in<,urane&, a lois of $1200 in the 
management of collage hall, and the new 
item of 1J1900 in taxes. 


Tho record of the year from the student 


standpoint has been one of unusual suc- 
cesses and unusual failures. In the de- 
bate with Dartmouth and in the track 
athletics they bava succeeded—a thing 
unheard of before; in baseball and foot- 
ball the teams have been below par. The 
feeling toward debating is in marked 
contrast to 10 years ago, when interest jn 
this was at a very low ebb. This iotorust 
of the boys in this and similar subjects 
has had some connection, no doubt, with 
the effort tiie faculty is making to give a 
much needed improvement in the Eng- 
lish courses—an effort which ia heartily 
appreciated by the students. 


In baseball and football the interest has 


not been great, and there is a feeling of 
discouragement among undergraduates in 
the matter. It is claimed by them that the 
tendency ot' the faculty to raise the re- 
quirements for entrance is sure to aci 
to the detriment of athletics of all kinds. 
The classes are smaller the paat few years 
they say, and the new requirements shut 
out from New York state a large class of 
men who came in on certificates and who 
furnished much material for the different 
teams. In football the team wai too 
light for good work, and it was tied with 
Amherst for the wrong end of the league 
procession. The outlook for next year is 
not cheerful. Of this year's players near- 
ly the whole rush line leaves, ar.d also a 
number of backs. 


A year from now the boys hope for a 


start on a general renovation of old Wes- 
ton field. There is need of |16,000 in all 
and $1000 has already been subscribed. 
The field is a poor, mushy imitation of au 
athletic ground, the grand stand is poor 
and the track useless. 
Next fall the new 


Young Men's Christian association build- 
ing will be started, which will furnish the 
boys with a place to enjoy various social 
as well as religious advantages. 
It is 


understoo-i that a friend will put up the 
building, provided a §10,000 fund for its 
maintenance is secured, and f 73,000 of this 
is already raised. 


The commencement promises to be a 


quiet one. As usual, or rather more than 
usual, the Memorial day excitement has 
drawn the crowd away from commence- 
ment. There is a rather small number on 
the park-like streets, so far. Some of the 
classes will ba quite well represented at 
reunions, especially '73 and '88, the last of 
which has headquarters in Morgan hall 
oppsyifce the gymnasium and is making 
itself heard. ' '

Saloon Entered, And Two Men Held 


For the Grand Jury. 


A-USTIMATE-OF LYMAN FLAGG. 


By Horace King. 
A Beautiful Story 


of a Brilliant Life 


In a recent Issue of the Springfield 


Sunday Union was a history of the up- 
per Deerfleld valley which contained 
accounts of the members of the Flagg 
family, General Stephen P., James 11. 
of this city, John H. of New York.Fretl 
A. of Troy, and the late Lynian Mason 
Flagg. 
The article was written by 


Horace King a 
veteian 
newspaper 


writer of the valley, ana well known in 
this city. 
The story of Lyman Page's 


life is so beautifully written, so faith- 
ful in detail, and so just in its estiinate, 
that it is well worm reading in its en- 
tirety by every personal friend o£ his 
and by every one who knew of 
his 


brilliant triumphs in his 
wonderful 


musical career which was so soon end- 
ed. 


The Transcript would be glad to give 


the article in full but space forbids the 
quoting of more than the briefest ex- 
tracts. A tew passages in the article 
follow: We occasionally find ourselves 
confronted with a life so devoted, its 
aim so exalted, its actions so direct and 
its records so clean that it baffles all 
our efforts at comparison. These in- 
stances are so rare and the intervals 
between them so wide that our memor- 


j ies are at fault when AVI- undertake to 


i point to a parallel. Such a life 
and 


I such a man was Lyrnan Mason Flagg, 
, the third son of General Flags, born at 


I the homestead in Wilmington, Decem- 
! her 31, 1S49. 


In 1S79 he severed his conection with 


the choir,, (in North Adams.) resigned 
his clerkship and went to Italy v/here 
for three years under" the best Italian 
masters he labored indefatigably 
to 


perfect the art to which with such sin- 
gleness of purpose lie had devoted his 
life and strength. 
He succeeded as 


such souls always do in reaching 
the 


very pinnacle of fame. He made 
his 


debut at Milan in "I Puritani" and a 
splendid triumph crowned his 
effort. 


This young American with nothing to 
aid him but his genius, no vast finan- 


j cial resource with which to purchase 


the golden opinions of the press, in 
a city filled with artists, native and "to 
the manor born," surrounded by jeal- 
usies and intrigues 
and treachery, 


assigned the most trying and difficult 
role, stepped to the footlights and in 
one magnificent burst of song brought 
that great audience of exacting critics 
and icy listeners in one bound to his 
feet. 


This great critical Italian audience 


were there as they had been for centur- 
ies, prepared to hiss or be silent if the 
performance were bad or 
tolerable, 


broke into one storm of bravos, as Mr. 
Flagg finished his first great aria and 
at the conclusion of the "Liberty" duet 
in the second act, that great audience 
rose to their feet en masse, and the or- 
chestra itself—unable to resist the tide 
of enthusiasm, rose and joined in the 
vociferous demonstrations of applause. 


His fame and standing were fixed 


from that hour.' 
For twenty-seven 


consecutive nights Mr .Flagg appeared 
in this role. The advice of his master 
determined his future course, and he 
engaged with a company making a tour 
of the great Italian 
cities 
winning 


paudits and unbounded commendation 
wherever he appeared. 


After describing the breaking down 


of his health, his return to this country 
and his death, the article 
concludes: 


He was a brave and patient soul. No 
murmurs of complaint ever escaped his 
lips to pain the relatives and 
friends 


who were constantly at his side. When 
the final hour of trial came, and he 
knew that he must sail out alone, un- 
piloted from "the shore touched by 
that mysterious sea that never yet has 
borne on any wave the image of a 
homeward sail," there was no quiver 
of a nerve or tremor of a muscle. Those 
great blue eyes gazed 
steadily into 


those of his relatives and friends as he 
spoke the final words of parting and 
stepped out bravely into the "darkness 
—or the dawn."
